Dart was a hot 
favorite but did not win bocauso of 
aomo " monkey busineaa " on the part of 
Johnny Gannon. Tho first heat went olT 
all right, being taken by Dart. In the 
second heat Johnny Gannon tried to head 
ofT One-Eyed Johnny, and the result was a 
collision in which he got decidedly the 
worst of it, being thrown over tho scat and 
dragged along in the dust for about twenty 
yards. More by good luck than good 
management ho escaped without serioua in- 
jury, but the pneumatic sulky waa damaged.

EGYPTIAN CRISIS. 

The Political Situation Much Ktruined-llri- 
tlsh Intervention May Be Necessary. 

Cairo, Aug. 11. — The return of tho 
Khedive from Constantinople has been 
marked by a further tension in the political 
situation, and a Cabinet crisis is now on. 
The Khedive has had u quarrel with his 
Prime Minister, Riuz Pasha, who owes hia 
position to English influence, and wants a 
miniatry in accord with his own policy, 
which ia well known to be a pro-French 
one. It waa only a few monthe 
ago that ho dismissed his ministers, who 
ere in accord with the English policy, and 
substituted a cabinet of hia own aclcction. 
Lord Cromer, British minister, intervened 
and forced the substitution of Riaz. Pasha 
as Prime-tninister. The situation between 
tho Khedive and his official advisers and 
ince boon strained, and baa resulted in an- 
other crisia, that will probably again call 
for British intervention. Tho Khedive ia 
only a little over 19 years of ago. 



ESQ U I MALT'S DEFENCES. 

The Westminster Gazette Asks Whether They 
Can he Regarded as Instances of 
Britain's Helf-Sacrlllce. 

London, Aug. 11.— Lord Aberdeen s 
friends in tho Colonies express great pleas- 
ire that England and Canada aro working 
to remedy the defenceless atate of Eaqui- 
malt. Tho Weatminster Guzatte, taking 
the Imperial Federation view of Sir ChurleB 
Tupper, uska the Imperial Federation league 
whether it regards this aa an instuueo of 
England's solf-sacrifice in the defence of the 
Colonies, Why, if Canada belonged to tho 
United States, England must only create 
such a naval station on aomo island specially 
bought for tho purpose.

President Cleveland has returned to Gray 
Gables, where ho has been orderod by his 
physicians to go in searon of health. 

Tho sum of £265,000 in gold was with- 
drawn from tho Bank of England yeaterday, 
£220,000 destined for tho United States and 
£25,000 for Montreal. London bankers ox- 
poct that. tho withdrawal of gold will cause 
the directors of the Bank of England to 
further udvance tho discount rate at their 
meeting on Thursday next. It was only 
yesterday that the directors raieed the rate 
ono per cent.

The rc-organizaiion of tho emigration ser- 
vice in Great Britain, which Hon. Mr. 
Daly has had in contemplation for some 
timo, baa juat gone into effect, John Dyke, 
agent for Canada at Liverpool, haB been 
promoted to the position of emigration 
and commercial agent for Canada at 
that port, Meaars. Grahutn, Glasgow 
and Down, Bristol are retained in their 
positions. The offices nt Belfast and 
Dublin will be closed. Mr. George Leary, 
of Winnipog, has been appointed Canadian 
Emigration Agent in Ireland, his duties to 
be determined from time to time by the 
Minister of tho Interior. The per diem 
allowanco hitherto made to agents in Great 
Britain, haB boon abolished, so that as the 
result of the reorganization, there will be a 
considerable Baving annually in this branch 
of tho public expenditure,

thero not later than September 20. The 
Dominion Government pay the freight 
charges, and will do everything possible to 
advance the interests of tho trade. A bul- 
letin of detailed information can be had at 
Ottawa. 

It is currently reported that the order 
providing for the abolition of the offices of 
Deputy Adjutant General takeB effect 
shortly. 

In connection with tho use of the word 
"Royal" for the permanent militia, a 
special general order was issued to day, 
stating that the different corps will hence- 
forth he designated as followa ; " The Royal 
Canadian Dragoons," " the Royal Canadian 
Artillery," and " the Artillery Regiment of 
Canadian Infantry." Her Majeaty author- 
izes these regiments to wear on their equip- 
ment her Imperial cypher, V.R.I., sur- 
mounted by the Imperial crown.

Washington, Aug. 11.— Tho House thi3 
morning was in a bustle of excitement over 
the situation, and tho universal question 
was: "Have tho silver and anti-silver 
men roaohed an agreement?" Silver was 
on every man's tongue, and Bilver will be 
upon overy American politician's tongue for 
the next fortnight, as tho conference bus 
practically agreed to limit the debate to 
that period of time, tho debate to begin im- 
mediately aftor the reading of tho journal 
to-day. 

Representative Bland offered the agree- 
ment made this morning governing the 
courso of debate. It limits the date to 
fourteen daya of tho suasion, continuing 
from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m., and with night ses- 
sions for debate only, if desired. Tho voto 
'is first to bo taken on a bill to be presented 
aa a substituto for tho Wilson bill provid- 
ing for free coinage at a ratio of Hi to 1 ; if 
that fail, then at ratios running from 17 to 
201 ; if they all fail, then on tho revival of 
the Bland Allison Act ot 1878, and then on 
the original measure, the substituto bill ef 
freo coinage. 

The caucus was called upon and presented 
the following order : " It is ordered by the 
llouso that llouao Hill No. 1 shall be taken 
up for immediate consideration, and bo con- 
sidered for fourteen days ; during such con- 
sideration night sessions may bo held for 
debate only at tho request of either side. 
The daily sessions to commence at 11 a.m. 
and continue until 5 p.m. Eleven days of 
tho debate on the bill to be given to general 
debate under tho rules of ihe House regu- 
lating general dtlij.te; tho time to be equally 
divided between tho two Bides as thejSpeaker 
may direct. Tho last threo days of debate 
may be devoted to tho consideration of tho 
bill aud tho amendments as herein provided, 
under the usual fivo-minuto rule of tho 
House as in committee of tho whole Houao. 
General leave to print is hereby granted. 
Tho vote Bhall bo takou lirBt on amend- 
ments providing for the coinage of silver." 

Mr. Bland moved the previous question 
on his order, but this was objected to by the 
Republidans, under the loadership of Mr 
Cannon, who wanted time to debate tho 
question. Under tho ruling of the Speaker, 
in tho absence of rules or agreement order- 
ing the previous question, this would cut 
off the debato by the operation ot voting by 
tellers. Mr. Cannon secured sufficient sup- 
port to obtain a vote by yeas and nays, and 
at 12:.'i? tho calling of tho roll begin. Tho 
vote resulted : Yeas, '217; nays, 100. Thus 
tho previous question waB ordered. Tho 
Republicans generally voted with the 
Democrats in support of tho motion. Tho 
resolution was then adopted. . 

Tho agreement of tho anti-silver men 
was presented to tho House by Mr. Bland. 
It contemplated offering various free coin- 
age amendments, the first of which will be 
the following bill adopted by the 
freo silver men: "That from and 
after the passage of this act, all holders 
of silver bullion to tho amount of $100 
or more of stanckrd weight and fineness, 
shall be entitled to have the same coined at 
the mints of the United States, in silver 
dollars of weight and fineness provided for 
in section 2 of this act. That the silver 
dollar provided for in this act shall consist 
of 412 1-2 grains of standard silver, said 
dollar to be a legal tender for all debts, 
dues and demands, both public and pri- 
vate. " 

Mr. Raynor said that tho adoption of 
free silver would tie us to tho tail of any 
bankrupt nation in tho world. Tho open- 
ing of mints to silver might for a time, ho 
said, maintain fictitious vulue of coin, but 
the value of bullion would always be regu- 
lated by the market price, and as long as 
the Sherman silver act remains on tho 
statute books, so long will it be impossible 
to effect any international arrangement; 
so long will monetary conferences result in 
failure. Raynor said that what kept silver 
and gold at parity was the misplaced confi- 
dence of the people, and in his opinion if 
the real condition of the treasury wero 
known there would be no necessity for the 
repeal of the Sherman act. It would re- 
peal itself. The present condition of af- 
fairs, ho continued, was far worse and 
more soiious than a mdre panic in tho 
stock market. The Sherman law had 
brought about distress, suffering and stag, 
nation, which called in the loudest tones for 
its repeal. Tho constitution nowhere es- 
tablishes gold and silver as the money of tho 
country. There is no obligation to coin 
silver nor purchase and Btore it for the 
benefit of the miner. While referring to the 
platform of the Democratic convention, 
Raynor was interrupted by several ques- 
tions. In response ho said, " I know that 
declarations of that document have been 
differently construed according to tho views 
of the gentlemen expounding them, but as 
for me, in this supreme hour of my country's 
need, I am not blinded nor intimated by the 
glittering words of convention declarations." 

Mr. Brown {Dew., Ind.,) followed Mr. 
Riyuor. Ho was in favor of tho coinage of 
silver, but in viow of the havoc wrought by 
the Sherman law, and of the demands of 
tho Democratic platform, he would voto for 
tia repeal, with or without conditions. 
" The President has, in so far as ho cm, re- 
deemed the pledges givn in the platform," 
said Mr. Brown, "and it now remains to do 
what it can to redeem those pledges." 



WAR TAXES. 

German Ministers Consider Army Supplies - 
Socialists Congress Oppose Levies 
for Military Purposes. 

Frankfort, Aug. 11.— A oonferenco of 
the finance ministers of tho several atates of 
tho German Empire, which mec hero yos. 
torday, has concluded its labors. Tho 
object of tho conference was to devise means 
of rising, by taxation, tho money necessary 
to meet tho increased expenditures neces- 
sitated by tho Army Bill. The conference 
appointed a committeo to meet in Berlin to 
prepare bills for presentation to tho Reich- 
stag, embodying tho conclusions arrived at 
by all tho ministers. 

ZURICH, Aug. 10. — The International So- 
cialists Congress yesterday rejooted tho re- 
solution offered by tho Morweigan delegates, 
that a universal strike be started immedi- 
ately aftor a war is declared. Tho resolu- 
tion was 8upported by tho representatives 
of only four nations, whilo fourteen nations 
voted against it. Tho lielgiau amendment 
in favor of aiming to suppress militarism by 
withholding supplies, was adopted.

Mayor Reaven and Aid. Miller, McKilli- 
can, Styles, Henderson, Bragg, Munn and 
Baker wero present at a special meeting of 
tho City Couucil yesterday. 

On recommendation of the Finance com- 
mitteo tho sum of §1,474.14 was ordered 
taken from tho surface drainage fund for tho 
payment of bills. 

Tho committee also recommonded tho 
payment of $2,000 to tho Britisli Columbia 
Agricultural association, which was ap- 
proved. 

Tenders made for tho construction of sur- 
face drains at James Buy and Spring Ridge 
wore also discussed. Coughlan & Mayo re- 
fused to sign tho contract awarded them, aa 
they claimed they wero the lowest bidders 
for both contracts, and should have beon 
awarded both. 

Ai.i>. Bragg held that the Council should 
not chango its action merely at the firm's 
desire. 

Ald. McKnxiCAN made a motion look- 
ing to the rescinding of the resolution 
awarding Coughlan & Mayo tho contract. 
Tho Couucil then formed itself committeo of 
the whole to consider tho question. 

Ald. Styles wished tho City Engineer 
sent for to inform tho Council which was 
tho lowest bidder. Matters seemed to bo 
tangled up in tho way tenders were offered. 
Aid. Baker seconded Aid. Style's motion, 
and the City Engineer was sent for. 

In reply to questions asked by Aid. 
Styles, tho Engineer stated that for the 
construction of tho James Bay No. 1 and 
Spring Ridge sewers, Coughlan & Mayo's 
tenders wero the lowest. Aid. Styles said 
he could not see that the Council should do 
anything olso than to award the contracts 
to that firm, especially as thoro was a dif- 
ference of i?l,'S2o.70 in their offer and that 
of others. 

ALD. BARER charged that City Engineer 
Wilniot had exceeded his authority in per- 
mitting Coughlan & Mayo to he informed 
that their specifications were incomplete. 
He favored throwing out the contracts and 
having the work done by tho day. 

Ald. McKillicaN Baid that it was out of 
placo for Aid. Baker to censuro tho City 
Engineer, as ho considered that ho had dono 
his duty in pointing out to the firm the 
error. He said the lowest bidder should b 
awarded tho contract. 

Mr. Wllmot explained to the Council that 
one contractor had tho privilege of gaining 
the same amount of information at hiB ollice 
as another. 

MAYOR Beavem said ho thought it would 
be tho best plan hereafter for contractors to 
uso their own brains and not depend on tho 
engineer for information as to how they 
should do their work. 

Ald. STYLES agreed with Aid. McKilli- 
o»n in saying that Mr. Wilmot merely per- 
formed his duty in pointing out errors in 
the specifications. 

Mayor Beaten said he believed Engineer 
Wilmot did what, he considered bis duty, 
but ho, himself, did not think it was just 
tho proper thing to do. 

Ald. Munn, referring to the tenders, said 
they wero not in legal shape and a con- 
tractor could not be bound to carry out tho 
requirements therein contained. 

Mr. Parr, connected with tho City En- 
gineer's office, was also called in and ex- 
plained to the Council that he had given 
the contractors the information so that they 
would be enabled to figure on a correct 
basis. 

Mayor Bkavk.n* was in favor o£ tho 
whole thing going over until Monday, to 
which Aid. Baker objected, as tho Council 
had already considered tho question at throe 
meetings, and he believed some decision 
should lie reached as soon as possible, us 
tho season was getting late for constructing 
sewers, and tho work should bo commenced 
without more delay. An adjournment was 
taken, however, until Monday night.

THE DEBT OF THE DOMINION. 

A good doal has been said and written 
about tho debt of Canada, but it is not gen- 
erally understood that a very large propor- 
tion of that debt was incurred before tho 
Confederation was formed. When four of 
tho Provinces of Hritish North America — 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick— agreed to unite, ouch of them 
had contracted a considerable debt. The 
Confederation assumed these debts, which 
amounted, in tho aggregate, to §77,500,000. 
When tho other provinces joined the Domin- 
ion, and when readjustments of debt were 
made, the Dominion assumed and allow- 
ed additional liabilities to the amount of 
§31,830,148. This gave tho Dominion, be- 
fore it had woll started, a debt of §109,430,- 
000. Tho not dobt of the Dominion is now 
computed to be §241,131,434, eo that there 
have been added to the debt, since Confed- 
eration, $132,000,000* The Toronto Enipiro 
of the 5th gives the following statement of 
sums hpent by the Government of the 
Dominion since 1.S0S, upon Ejreat public 
undertakings : 

Canadian Pacitlc Railway $ 02,011,119 

Canals 3ti.G12.301 

Purchase of Northwest Territories .. 3,791,728 

Parliament Buildings 1,979,212 

Intercolonial and connected railways 41,228,133

Our Toronto contemporary goes on to 
say : " Since Confederation, therefore, our 
people have spent over §50,000,000 upon 
public works ubove the indebtedness in- 
curred. This fact proves as nothing elso 
could do tho magnificent elasticity of our 
revenue and the smallnesa of our debt coin- 
pared with our resources." 

The burden of tho debt on tho people 
has not been in proportion to the increase of 
the debt. At Confederation the interest on 
the debt was §1.29 per head of the popula- 
tion; in 1892 it was §1.77 per head, and if 
the policy which the present Government 
has indicated is continued, it will soon bo 
considerably less. 

It will bo observed, too, that the 
dobt of the Dominion was contracted for 
undertakings that are useful to the people, 
and that will continue to be useful. What 
would Canada bo without the railways and 
canals and public works which have been 
constructed altogether or in part at 
the public expense '.' There may have been 
some injudicious expenditure ; it could 
hardly in tho nature of things have been 
otherwise, but Canada haB many noblo 
works of great public utility to bIiow for the 
debt sho has contracted. 



representatives. In tho House of Repre- 
sentative: 'i'mro are 350 members. In this 
body tho silver states have only six repre- 
sentatives. In what wo would call tho 
popular branch of tho Legislature, tho ail- 
vor men form a littlo moro than one-sixtieth 
of tho whole, while in tho upper branch 
they aro a fraction more than one-ninth. 
It is easy to seo that circumstances 
may bo such as to enable tho 
ton silver men in tho Senate to nullify not 
only tho action of tho majority in tho 
House ( f Representatives, but to defeat tho 
wishes of the great majority of the people of 
tho United States, for a measure must have 
a majority in the Senate before it can be- 
come law. 

Tho Democrats aro proportionately much 
stronger in tho Houso of Representatives 
than they aro in tho Senate That body, as 
wo have stated above, consists of ,'!.")0 mem- 
bers, of whom 222 aro Democrats, 120 are 
Republicans and S are Populists. Tho 
Democrats have, therefore, a clear majority 
of S8 in the popular brauch of tho Legis- 
lature and their majority over the Republi- 
cans is 9(i. 

Wo see from this that if tho Democrats wero 
united in their support of the President's 
policy, thero would be no uncertainty aa to 
tho way in which tho ailver question would 
bo settled. Rut the Democrats are not 
united on that question. Tho mem- 
bers of both branches of the Legislature 
have been canvassed over and over 
aa to tho action they will take on the Hilvcr 
question, but although some of thorn have 
expressed themselves decidedly and without 
hesitation, a sufficient number have refused 
to say how they will vote, to make all fore- 
casts us to what will be the division on the 
question, particularly in the Senate, little 
more than random guesses. 

It seema quito certain that a mujority of 
the Houao of Representatives ia in favor of 
tho repeal of tho Sherman Act, and it ia 
well known what the President will do if he 
haa to pronounce upon a measure of repeal. 
Tho element of uncertainty is in tho Senate, 
and it is tho disproportionate represen- 
tation of tho ailver states which makes tho 
action of that body doubtful. It will be 
singular if, in a nation in which it is tho 
boast that tho people are sovereign, the rep- 
resentatives of a few hundred thousand 
people in one branch of tho legislature can 
successfully contraveno tho woll understood 
wishes not only of a majority of another 
branch, but of the mujority of tho people 
themselves. 

When tho wholo situation is considered, 
it would appear that the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer is not exuetly justified in saying : 
" For tho first time in nineteen years the 
deliberate desires of the American people 
will be ablo to secure embodiment in legis- 
lation." 



A PERPLEXING SITUATION. 

The situation in the United States ia pro- 
foundly interesting to Canadians. The de- 
pression in that country affects them 
to a certain extent, and they would like to 
know what chance there is of President 
Cleveland's being able to carry out his 
policy. It is impossible, at tho present 
moment, to say what the action of Congress 
may bo. Tho President's inlluence over the 
Legislature is nothing more than a moral 
influence. He has no authority tc dictato 
to thoso who compose it what course they 
shall pursue. Its members are perfectly 
free either to accept or to reject the recom 
meudation so forcibly and so reasonably 
made in the Message. 

Thero are in Congress, and iu the coun- 
try, many enemies, both open and con- 
cealed, to tho President's policy. They 
are working actively and incessantly 
to defeat tho object which he, 
und those who think as he doea, have at 
heart. These enemies aro of both parties 
and in every section of the country. 

If the repeal of the Sherman Act wore a 
party question pure and simple there would 
be no doubt as to tho result. Tho Demo 
cratic Party, if it wero united, is able to 
carry any measure through tho Senato and 
Houbo of Representatives, for it has ma 
jorities in both bodies. Tho Sonate con 
sists of SS members, 45 of whom are Demo- 
crats, 39 Republicans und 1 Populists 
This gives tho Domocruts a majority of two 
over Populists and Republican combined, 
and a majority of six over the Republicans 
alono. So if tho question wero u party one 
and even if not a singlo Republican or Pop- 
ulist favored repeal, a measure carrying out 
the President's recommendation would bo 
safe. Hut many Republican Senators aro 
strongly for repeal while many Democrats 
are bitterly opposed to it. This is what 
complicates the question and what makes it 
difficult to forecast the result. 

Then, again, tho silver states are dispro- 
portionately strong in tho Sonato. Of the 
88 senators 10 aro from tho silver stateB. 
This gives them a strength iu tho Senato 
out of all proportion to their population. 
This is scon by comparing their representa- 
tion in the Houno of Representatives, 
whioh is, according to population, with 
their representation in the Sonate, in whioh 
each Stuto, whether large or small, whether 
it has u population of five millions or livo 
hundred thousand, or even less, has t»o| 



HOARDED GOLD. 

Wo, on Thursday, gave our readers some 
information respecting tho production of 
gold. They then saw thut tho quantity 
added every year to the world's stock of 
gold is so considerable that thero is no fear 
of that stock being materially diminished 
for some time to come. Wo aro indebted 
to the American Bimetallic League for tho 
following estimate of tho amount of gold 
possessed by the different nations of tho 
world. The estimate must neceaaarily be 
an approximation, for it is impossible to 
find out, with any degree of exactness, the 
amount that is hoarded by private 
persona. In tho East, particularly, 
the practicoof hiding treasure has not been 
discontinued, and even in tho free West, 
where proporty is well protected, the quan- 
tity hidden away by misers and ignorant 
and distrustful persons, can only be guessed 
at. This is tho League's statement : Russia, 
§500,000,000; France, $340,000,000; Ger- 
many, §215,000,000; England, §220,000,000; 
Austro-Hungary, §150,000,000; Spain, Neth- 
erlands, Italy and Turkey, §125,000.000 ; 
United States treasury, §202,000,000 ; 
banks in tho United States, §198,000,000. 
This forma a total of §1,950,000,000. As- 
suming the entire stock of gold to be 
§3,500,000,000, there remains §1,550,000,- 
000 to be accounted for. Tho amount of 
§1,250,000,000 is traced to Asia, and it is 
supposed that there ia from §300,000,000 to 
§500,000,000 in general circulation, and 
consequently not under the control of gov- 
ernments or banks. 

The San Francisco Call seoma to wonder 
how Great Britain, which doea su'jh an 
immense amount of business, manages to 
make so comparatively small a quantity of 
gold sullicc for her needs. But Great 
Ilrituin has done very well, indeed, with 
tho amount of gold sho haa at her command, 
and it is somewhat singular that iu that 
great commercial country so very littlo is 
said about tho currency question. It comes 
t} the front now and again, but ordinarily 
it occupies a very obscure postion.

Premier Dibbs Heartily Supports 
Trade Connectious With the 
Canadian Domiiiion. 



Mistakes of Shippers — Mr. Fader's 
Successful Fish Venture— Indi- 
vidual Effort Needed. 

(From the COLONIST'S Spooial Correspondent.) 

Sydney, N.S.W., July IS.— Sir Georgo 
Dibbs is a warm friend of tho Canadian- 
Australian line. When I called upon him, 
that subject naturally camo up lirat. "I 
am glad," he Buitl, " that tho reports ahowu 
fair prcpsct for business. I advocated the 
subsidy of £10,000 becauso I consider this a 
fair and legitimate investment to open up a 
trado between Now South Wales and Cuu- 
ada, and through Canada with England. I 
am sure that the competition will bo tho 
means of largely increasing tho traflic be- 
tween the Old Country and this colony. I 
do not consider this new line aa a substitute 
for tho lino of steamers now running to 
San Francisco, which give us a very valu- 
ble connection with tho aixty tivo millions 
in tho United States. Wo do not forget, 
however, that that great country tins con- 
stantly refused to give anything to help to 
maintain tho connection. 

" On tho other hand, Canada has taken 
tho initiative with tho handsome subsidy of 
£25,000, and it would have been unfriendly, 
to say the least, on our part not to have 
shown a disposition to assist in opening up 
trade between tlieso two great countries. 
Our connection with Canada will not alone 
bo a great advantage to trade, but it will bo 
a great national advantage to Australia in 
tho time of war or international complica- 
tions, such aa are always possible, though 
ib is to be hoped thut thoy are 
far distant. Thero aro many lines 
of natural products which we could 
protitably exchange, and if tho tariffs pre- 
saut an obstuc'.e no doubt this can bo ro- 
moved by concerted friendly action on the 
part of the several governments. The 
Canadian ministry, I urn glad to learn, are 
likely to follow up their enterprise by send- 
ing a delegation to Australia. I had, the 
other day, a messago from the Acting Pre- 
mier, asking mo what would be the best 
time. I replied tho middle of August or 
early in September. I hope that is not too 
soon. I mentioned that time becuuae that 
Beason is the ono at which visitors see the 
country with tho greatest comfort to them- 
selves. Tho time, however, makes very 
little difference, and if your ministers can- 
not come immediately, we shall bo glad to 
seo them whenever they do arrive. 

"Personally, I am greatly interested in 
Canada, and in the manner in which you 
have solved the two great problems of 
federation and fiscal relations now present- 
ing themselves for solution in Australia. 
Aa to the latter Biibject, our policy in Now 
South Wales was for many years, and until 
recently, supposed to be free trade ; at 
least, it Buited the freetrader to so call it. 
Tho name wus a misnomer, because some of 
our taxes were at least one hundred per 
cent, of what the article cost. My Govern- 
ment favors protection in place of tho for- 
mer mixture of protective duties and free 
trade principles. Having in our country 
raw materials in boundless quantities, I en- 
deavor to securo protection for all lines 
which we are capable of producing, either 
by growth or manufacture. I rather think 
that is the policy of Canada. We 
have learned a good deal from Canada) 
and are attempting to follow out the 
policy of the late Sir John Macdonald, 
when he adopted prottction as the national 
policy of the Canadian Dominion. As the 
head of the Protectionist p^rty here, and as 
the head of a Protestant Government, I se 
a great deal to admire in the policy of Sir 
John Macdonald, and the bulk of tho peoole 
following me are actuated and encouraged 
by the marked success of Canada. Aus 
tralian Federation is, in my opinion, bound 
to come on the lines adopted in Canada in 
1S67. The Federation bark, a short time 
ago, appeared to be going on like a ship be 
fore the wind, and though of late it has re- 
ceived a severe check, has been becalmed, 
I mignt say, to follow out the simile: — [ 
think we will Boon again be sailing along 
merrily on the proper courae. 

" When your ministers visit ub, I presum 
they will discuss tariffs with a view to 
mutual arrangement. We shill be glad to 
meet them half way in any fair proposition 
Of course, any understanding urrived at 
between the ministers, muat be subject to 
ratification by Parliament. Wo might, 
perhaps, be able to make some preferential 
arrangement for trade between these 
colonies and Canada. That is a subject, 
however, on which Great Britain might 
have something to say, or some objections to 
offer, and, of course, wo have to consider 
the interests of tho Kmpire as well as our 
own individual advantage. I boo in the 
press that Canada wishes also to discuss the 
Pacific cable question. New South Wale 
and Queensland are now entering into aeon 
tract to subsidise a line to New Caledonia 
This, we expect, will form part of the Faci 
fio cable to be eventually laid to Vancouver 
We do a largo trado with New Caledonia, 
und the cable will be of great im- 
mediate advantage. Wo practically feed 
them in Now Caledonia from this 
end. Should tho cable he carried 
across the Pacific from New Caledonia 
which is a French possession, and is stil 
used as a French penal settlement, tho Gov- 
ernment of France would, no doubt, largely 
uso it us a means of communication. I do 
not think that this connection with French 
territory would lead to trouble in tho event 
of European complications, as a commercial 
arrangement might be made to keep the 
cable open. It would bo of immense ad- 
vantage to Australia to have a second line 
of communication, and we would undoubt- 
edly help a trans-Puoific scheme. Tho mat- 
ter is one which might be discussed with 
great advantage. 

" I hope a speedy development of traflic 
will follow tho establishment of this new 
line of steamers. We, in New South Wales, 
have only a fourth of the population you 
have in Canada, but we feol that a trade 
connection would be mutually profitable, 
and wo should at least bo friendly rivals. 
One cannot but admire tlio pluck of Mr. 
James Huddart, tho owner of tho steam- 
ships, who has taken tho risk of this adven- 
ture. His steamers, as tho public know 
protty well by this time, are of tho moat 
modern type, and will givo a satisfactory 
service, if any steamers can. My colleague, 
Mr. Barton, is going over by the next boat. 
I havo strongly advised him to tuko tho 
trip, and, from my own observations in 
Canada, for I passed through your country 
last year, I feol sure that ho will bo surpris- 
ed and pleased with what ho will seo there." 

Tho results of the fruit trado inaugurated 
by tho shipments Bent on tho "Miowora" 
on hor first trip woro not quite what was 
expected on this aide. ThiB is easily ex- 
plained, however, and better arraui/cmonts 
will bo made for handling further ship, 
ments. The fruit exporters woro entirely 
in the dark as to tho requirements of tho 



Canadian market ; in fuot thero would prob- 
ably have been no shipments had not the 
steamship agonts worked up tho exporters, 
and tempted them with u nominal rato of 
freight. One mistake made wua in con- 
signing to persona not directly connected 
with tlio fruit trado and who bad to hand 
the fruit over to others, thus canting delay 
und extra expense. 

Anothor mistake wus in not dofniitely 
Btuting the price expected to bo realized us 
a minimum for the shipments. Some of 
the exporters sent what uro hero called 
" pro forma " invoices, stating a merely 
nominal price for tho goods. As the 
Canadian customs law requires that 
the invoices ahull state tho true 
value, some of the consignees came to tho 
conclusion that the fruit sent thorn was re- 
markably cheap, and astonished the export- 
ers here by remitting tho exact price stated 
in the pro forma invoice. This caused a 
great deul of disappointment, until, by 
comparing experiences, tho exporters came 
to n correct conclusion us to how tho values 
had been urrivod at. and by inquiry learned 
tha Canadian custom with respect to import 
invoices. They will not repeat this mis- 
take, but when consigning for sale will 
stato tno minimum prico which they expect 
to receive Ab the customs duty is specific, 
being a shilling a ease, they could derive no 
possiblo advantage from understanding the 
price, which tact would make their action 
all tho more inexplicable to those who re- 
ceived tho goods in Canada. Tho fruit 
growers hero have an association, und 
it ia probable that further shipments 
by members will be made through ono or 
t>vo uu'hori/.ed representatives who will see 
that tho business is correctly bundled. 

Tho consignment of fish, consisting mainly 
of fresh salmon and halibut brought in the 
ship's refrigerators, would havo resulted in 
nothing but disappointment, had not the 
shipping firm sent one of their own mem- 
bers, Mr. S. Fader, to do the business. Mr. 
Fador found upon arrival in Sydney that no 
person here was prepared to undertake the 
handling of the flsh except upon conditions 
which would have left absolutely no profit 
to the shipper. Tlio quality of the fish 
being unknown, there seemed no certainly 
that it would have a sale. Not daunted by 
hia failure to have his consignment handled 
by some firm in tho business here, Mr. 
Fader tet about disposing of it himself in 
small lots to tho leading hotels 
and othor Buch institutions. The 
fish had come in tho most perfect 
condition, and after the triul had been made 
in tho places where the first lots were dis- 
posed of, the demand becamo generul, so 
that f he whole consienment speedily passed 
out of hia hands. About four tons of fresh 
salmon und halibut are coining by tlio War- 
rimoo, and this has been all sold already in 
Sydney and Melbourne, and Mr. Fader 
considers tho prospects good for a regular 
and profitable trado with Australia. 

Tho fish are fur superior to any varieties 
caught here, und tho salmon, particularly, 
aro greatly relished by the largo number of 
well-to-do people, who havo sampled thi3 
king of fishes in England. Mr. Fuder's ex- 
perience shows how necessary it is that any 
Canadian tirma who wish to introduce their 
goods here should send their own 
representatives. Tho Australians are 
satisfied with what they havo hither- 
to been handling, and they will 
not readily tako up anything new until 
Botneone interested has proved by experi- 
ment that there is likely to bo a demand. 
Tho United States bus had commercial 
representatives here for fifteen or twenty 
years. They have dono very well in maoy 
lines, and they have been shrewd enough to 
dispose of old style goods on tho Australian 
market for which t hern had ceased to bo a 
demand in America. Without much com- 
petition this pructice has been fairly sue- 
cesssful, and the fict that out of date goods 
of U. S. manufacture have found a market 
hero in competition with English and Euro- 
pean articles, and even with superior do- 
mestic products, shows what may be ex- 
pected from pushing trade in a first-class 
Canadian article.

Canadian Judges, One of Them a 
British Juror— A Magnificent 
Fishery Exhibit. 



The Management Entertained hy the 
British Commission— An Excellent 
Sentiment Shown. 



(Special Correspondence of the Colonist.! 

CinCACO, Autr. '). — No better evidence 
could be naked of tho increased respect 
which Canada's exhibits at tho World's 
Fuir lias created thirn tho recognition aho is 
receiving lit tho hands of tho ]5urouu of 
Awards. Tho decision of this august body, 
which regulates and controls tho awards of 
diplomas and medals, was that Great 
Britain should have thu right to nominate 
forty jurors of award for herself and her 
colonies. Subsequently it wus decided that 
New South Wales and Canada, in view of 
the extent and variety of their exhibits, 
should have the nomination of eight jurors, 
four each. 

Through tho indefatigable efforts of 
Executive Commissioner J. S. Larke, the 
Bureau of Awards accepted six Canadian 
judges, and it is likely thiB number will ho 
increased to twelve, possibly to sixteen, be- 
fore the list of jurors are dosed. 

Tho Canadian judges nominated by the 
Hon. A. B. Angers, minister of agriculture, 
and finally accepted by the National Coin- 
mission of the Exposition, are : L. '/.. 
Joncas, M. P., fisheries ; A. R. C. Sslwyn, 
C.M G., mines and mining; Thomas Cow 
an, (Jalt, Ontario, machinery ; A. F, Mo 
Laren, of Windsor, Ontario, dairy ; L. E 
Morin, of .Montreal, Qjebec, agriculture 
B. 15. Starrutt, of Paradise, Nova Scotia 
horticulture ; J. S. Pearce, of London, On 
tario, dairy, and Airs. Jones, of Brook ville 
dairy. 

One of the greatest honors which has beet: 
conferred upon Canada is the appointment 
of Adam Brown, ex-M.P., of Hamilton, as 
a British juror. Mr. Brown was nominated 
by the Jamaica Commission, his nomination 
accepted by tho British Commission, and 
dually confirmed by the National Exposition 
authorities. The generousactton of Jamaica 
in nominating a Canadian is especially grati- 
fying, as that little colony of Great Britain 
had only the privilege of naming one juror. 
This speaks volumes for the good-will which 
Mr. Brown must havo earned from tho peo- 
plo of Jamaica when there a few years ago 
as Canadian Commissioner at the Jamaica 
exposition. 

Apart from honor, Canada will reap a 
great advantage from the appointment of 
the genia! postmaster from Hamilton. He 
is a juror in the Department of Agriculture, 
in which Canada has a magaifioeut display, 



aion, which is managing tho Exposition. 
The sentiments expressed in tho aftor din- 
ner spcoehes of Director-General Davis and 
President Higinbotham, wero so cordial and 
eulogistic of tho important part which 
Great Britain and her colonios have played 
at the Pair, and the desires they expressed 
for a closer and more friendly intercourse 
botwoon tho United States and Great 
Britain and all hor colonios so sincere that 
oven tho phlcginatio Englishmen present 
gave vent to thoir approval in good British 
cheora.

and the Influence which hia appointment 
carries is shown- by the fact that ho has 
been selected as secretary of the committee 
of jurors on food products. 

On the arrival of Mr. L. X, Joncas, M.P., 
a meeting of the Committee of Jurors on 
Fish and Fisheries wos held for organiza- 
tion, and Canada was again honored 03 the 
selection of Mr.- Joncas as chairman of the 
committee composed of seventeen foreign 
and United States jurors of award. The 
committee is now fully organizod and begins 
work on Friday. All tho meetings have been 
harmonious, and nothing but praise is heard 
of Chairman Joncas. Our Fisheries exhibit 
is one of the finest at the Fair, not excepting 
the magnificent display of Norway. The 
exhibit ib made almost entirely by tho De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries, and there 
aro few exhibitors here. Robert B. Voak, 
resident representative agent of the Gov- 
ernment of Nova Scotia, a prominent fish 
dealer in Chicago for tho past twelve years, 
will be present when tho committee of jurors 
make their inspection. Mr. Voak's large 
experience in the West India trade will be 
of great advantage in explaining to the 
foreign jurors the manner of curing, pre- 
serving and putting up for commercial pur- 
poses the economic fish of Canada. Very 
careful critics have pronounced Canada an 
easy first in many of tho competitions in 
fish and fisheries department. Unfortu- 
nately the magnificent Block fish exhibit of 
Sweden will not be in the competition, 
something which Canadians will regret, 
owing to its complete destruction hy lire in 
Stockholm a short time ago. 

Great dissatisfaction is expressed at the 
decision of the chairman of the Awards 
Commission, John Boyd Xhacher, to judge 
agricultural machinery by field tests. As 
soon as the decision was announced the 
Canadian exhibits were withdrawn. Over 
nine-tenths of the United States exhibitors 
followed suit, and Mr. Thacher's held tests 
have so far been dismal failures. It is 
thought, however, that the National Coin- 
mission will see the mistnko it ha3 made 
and change the method of judging, as the 
strongest opposirion is now being made 
against the field test arrangement hy the 
vast majority of United States as well as 
foreign exhibitors. 

None of the reports of tho committees of 
jurors have so fur been made public official- 
ly; not even the reports of the jurors on 
cheese, though the tenor of these reports is 
well known, The committee on Fine Arts 
is well advanced with its work, and it is 
almost safe to announce that, so far, Can 
uda has come out well in this department 
It is understood that tho works of 
several prominent Canadian artists 
will be recommended for medals. 

Some time ago Executive Commissioner 
Larke was notified by the National Exposi- 
tion Commission that two weeks' notice 
would be given him in which to inform ex- 
hibitors of the visits of tho jurors of award 
to the different Canadian exhibits. Owing 
to tho immense amount of work to bo done, 
this was found impossible, and soma con- 
fusion followed. Tho jurors themselves 
aro, however, meeting the desires of exhibi- 
tors in this regard by making preliminary 
examinations, uud giving exhibitors notice 
when they will return to make a final in- 
spection, so that convenient dutes may bo 
arranged. 

Anyone who considers for a moment the 
vast extent and endless variety of the ex- 
hibits which have been examined and 
judged by the Fair authorities, and the host 
of conflicting interests with which Canada 
has had to contend in gaining any kind of 
recognition on the different committees of 
jurors, cannot fail to appreciate tho fact 
that the greatest credit is due to tho able 
and efficient stuff which is looking after 
Canadian interests at tho Fair. 

Recently the British Commission eater- 
tained the management of the Fair at din- 
ner. The gathering was a brilliant one, 
and the large banquet hull in Victoria 
House was Idled with tho men who planned 
and carried to a succossful issuu tho great- 
est exposition tho world has ever soon. All 
were present, from President Higinbotham 
and Director-General Davis down. Theso 
men have been in constant intorcourso with 
tho British and Colonial Commissioners 
since the opening of tho Fair, and tho good 
feeling which exists, shows how much tho 
Fair has done to establish a good fooling be- 
tween the representatives of Great Britain 
and the National United States Coirimis-

To the Editoii : — 1. British Columbia is 
fortunate in possessing u strntegic commer- 
cial position, which, iu ancient and modern 
times, has proved a prime factor in the 
building up of groat, commercial emporiums 
over the world, as she can command unto 
striated intercourse, north, south, east and 
west ; thoroforo, should tho commercial 
powers that bo, duly realize tho magnitude 
and due value of their opportunities, and 
rightly uso them, a most successful and 
brilliant future assuredly awaits thoir 
Province. 

2. The passenger traffic by tho lino — 
When I came over iu tho steamship Mari- 
posa to San Francisco, she had upwards of 
200 passengers, about equally divided be- 
tween saloon and steerage, tho faro being 
St2(10 and SI 00 respectively, no allowance 
being made to those from New Zealand, 
making the aggregate passage money amount 
"30,000, minus small allowunco for 
minors, etc. Not ton of theso passengers 
ere connected with other than British in- 
Testa ; but had— little myself — to uso the 
ily route open to then). It is worthy of 
Ho that the steamship's freight to und 
0111 Australasia did not pay for tho coal, 
hero is no means of knowing how much 
;era spend iu San F.n 
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form an inducement to them to duly value 
und promote (ho Australian-Canadian line, 
or reverse tho name on this side of tho equa- 
tor. The advantages are evidenced from 
thu fact that I paid §35 saloon fare to Auck- 
land from Sydney, but so soon us this new 
lino started tho fare wus dropped to StlO 
return. Monopoly is only pleasant when 
wo benefit by it, whilst opposition is the lifo 
of business, 

.'i. The exchange of products between Aus- 
tralasia und Canada presents u wide field of 
remunerative trade ; whilst Canadian manu- 
factures aro highly appreciated. Tho rare, 
delicious lish British Columbia's rivers und 
tidal waters so profusely supply, if sent whole 
in the steamer's freezing compartment, should 
meet with an extensive sale, a large fish and 
oyster trade being now dono between Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, and frozen mutton, 
of tho best kind, could be sent hero iu any 
quantities, to tho great advantage of the 
public, where meat is bo high iu price. The 
frozen meat trudo between New Zealand und 
England, which at first wus so strongly op- 
posed by John Bull's native prejudico and 
the butchers, has, during tho last five years, 
attained such mammoth dimensions that, 
when I was in Auckland, two steamers, 
of five and bix thousand tons respectively, 
arrived from England, having been built 
expressly for the frozen meat trade, in addi- 
tion to the numerous vessels also employed. 
In fact, the prospects of the trade are un- 
limited in the old world, and it should bo 
so in the Western hemisphere. Soft, sawn 
lumber is a necessity in Australia, espec- 
ially us there the woods are hard in gen- 
eral and the pine brittle ; hut many of the 
woods are very vultiahlo for furniture and 
veneers. L believe that the finest collection 
of woodB in tho Chicago Exposition is 
Australia's exhibit. As this plrftso of com- 
merce can, and will be, fully investigated 
hy experts therein, it is moro to note in 
general that the commercial ventures of 
every kind from the WeBtern continent ure, 
under the Southern-Cross, termed "Ameri- 
can,"!, e. , U. S The namo and fume of 
Canada ure lost in tho other, even where the 
productions are specially her own ; even the 
few Canadians who are in either Australia 
or Now Zealand are called Americans, the 
latter monopolizing the reputation for go a- 
head-ism. I am, myself, surprised to find 
hero many things I had thought to bo U. S. 
productions to bo really Canadian. This 
brings mo to the necessity of stating, to 
make the matter sufficiently clear and im- 
pressive ! ! ! ! that Brother Jonathan, from 
prudence if not piety, mo3t energetically 
fulfills tho scripture injunction, viz., not to 
put your light under a bushel but on a 
candlestick ; ho therefore wisely puts 
his on tho tallest candlestick that 
his fertile ingenuity can devise and his 
skill construct, thus letting the whole world 
know that ho is about and wide-awake, 
looking up the chances for duly gaining the 
coveted, almighty dollar ; so, as an indis- 
pensable requisite for prompt Huccesn, us 
puff-ology in all mundane affairs has been 
made un exact science, the Australian-Cau- 
atlian steamship line must be systematically 
udvortised throughout the Australasian

The Tramway Company Severely Cen- 
sured for Lack of Enterprise- 
Summer v. Fall Fair. 



To Try to Kaiso the " San Pedro " 
To-day— Suerar Vessels 
Given Up. 



Tho steamship Walla Walla arrived yes 
terday at noon, after a very disagreeable 
and rough passage from San Francisco. 
When she readied the Straits on Thursday 
night the fog was so thick that she was 
obliged to anchor off Capo Flattery for up- 
wards of six hours, which was by no means 
a relief to her passengers, tho majority of 
whom went through tho general experiences 
occasioned by rough weather. The fact 
also that the ship carried a comparatively 
light freight did not help matters, although 
her freight consignments for this port 
amounted to 215 1 ."> tons. There were in 
all 76 cabin passengers who left the steamor 
here; theso included 03 persons who aro go- 
ing over tho C. P.R. to tho East. Altogether 
the ship carried l'-16 saloon and 43 steerago 
passengers. 

MOVEMENTS OK TIIK P. C. 8 S. CO. 's SHIPS. 

The steamer Queen; of tho 1'acific Coast 
Steamship Co.'b fleet, will make her last 
trip of tho summer excursions to Alaska on 
tho 21st inst., which date she will leave 
Port Townsend. Tho Bteamer City of 
1'uebla, leaving San Francisco on tho ISth 
inst., will connect with the Queen, and the 
latter vessel will reach Port Townsend on 
her return trip from Alaska on September 
'2; in a very few cays after which Bhe will 
leave for Sun Francisco. When tho trips of 
the Queen are discontinued the steamer 
City of Topeka will continue on tho Alaska 
route during the fall and winter months, 
and two trips per month will be made. Tho 
steamer Umatilla, leaving Sun Francisco, 
will connect with the City of Topeka. 
ANOTHER SEIZURE. 

When the steamship Islander was at 
Sitka on her last northern excursion, tho 
American sealing schooner C. G. White 
was there under detention by the United 
States Government for a violation of tho 
regulations in regard to tho killing of sea 
otter. She was towed into Sitka by tho U. 
S. revenue cutter Pinta on August, 1. The 
exact nature of her offjnee or where she 
was captured is not known yet, but these 
particulars will probably be ascertained 
upon the urrival of tho next Alaska steamer. 
She is tho third vessel so far heard of as 
seized. Tho St. Paul and Alexandra are 
still in custody at Sitka, but neither of 
these is so laree or so completely (.quipped 
as the C. G. White. 

TO RAISE THE SAN PEDRO. 

To day, if everything is favorable, will 
be » remarkably busy day around the San 
Pedi'O, as another strong attempt will be 
made to raise the vessel. The tuga Sea 
Lion and Pioneer c&me over from the Sound, 
yesterday, to help with the work, and the 
Taeoma was also expected over for the 
same purpoBe. Among the other steamers 
engaged about the veseol will be the Estelle, 
Lornc, Hope, Mystery, S^dis, Alert, Kil- 
donan, and Spratt's Ark. Tho power of 
theae vessels will be used in various ways, 
one or two of tho tugs having powerful 
pumps of their own. Tho Sea Lion has a 
new 8 inch rope hawser which she expects 
to bring into requisition, but the principal 
steam power UBed will be in keeping the 
pumps in operation. 

GIVEN UP FOR LOST. 

Tho British ship lilair Athole, 101 days 
out from Samaraug, with a cargo of raw 
sugar, has been given up for lost, not hav- 
ing been spoken. The British ship Moray- 
ahiro, with a similar cargo, which Bailed 
Bomo weeks previously, has also disap- 
peared. It is thought the ships wero over- 
loaded, as nearly all previous vessels had to 
jettison cargo. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Tho Seattle schooner Allie I. Algar re- 
turned to Seattle, from her sealing cruise in 
Japanese waters, on Wednesday last, bring- 
ing, as a result of her season's expedition, 
'J,'J27 skina. She reports tho Agnes Mc- 
Donald now at Copper Island, with a catch 
of 'J.liOO skins. Hor hunters receive $-1 for 
each skin they secured, which means quite 
a big Bum of money for some of them who 
met with good success. The Algar reports 
having taken as many as 264 bkins in ono 
day last April. 

According to the now arrangement en- 
tered into with the owner und outlined in 
tho COLONIST several days ago, the steamer 
Burt will hereafter leave Janion'e wharf fot 
Friday Harbor, via Tumbo Island, on Mon- 
days, Thursdays and Sundays. A special 
feature ib made of tho Sunday round trip, 
for which tho faio is but SI.

Animal Meetinir of the B. 0. Agri- 
cultural Association— Oilicers 
For Next Year. 

Tho annual meeting of tho B. C. Agricul- 
tural Association was held last evening at 
tho B. C. Board of.Trado rooms, with tho 
President, W. II. Ellis, in tho chair, and a 
largo attendance of members. 

After routine business had been disposed 
of, and before tho election of oilicers, tho 
Prcsidont reviewed tho history of tho pre- 
sent summer fair, which, ho said, had been 
tried by way of un experiment to see if it 
were not possible to make the exhibition a 
success by providing good attractions and 
holding tho show at a time of the year 
when fine wonther was a certainty. For 
some timo there had baeu a prospect of no 
fair at all Hub yeur, but tho liberal assist- 
ance of tho City Council of Vic- 
toria had mudo tho holding of one 
possible. Tho result had not been so 
satisfactory as waB hoped for, owing largely, 
no doubt, to tho present hard times, and 
also, to a great extent, to the limited street- 
car service, which made it very awkward 
for people wishing to go out to the grounds. 
The exhibition was a success in overy thing 
except one of tho most important mutters, 
viz , attendance, und it was now a question 
for tho members of tho Association to con- 
sider, whether or not it would bo advisable 
to make the summer fair a permanent thing, 
or return to the old arrangement and liave a 
show in tho fall. 

Mr. A. C. Wells, of Chilliwack, favored 
holding the fair in the fall, when tho farm 
era could be got to co operate more than 
they wero able to do at present. 

Mr. 11. F. Page thought that the trans- 
portation facilities were somewhat against 
the farmers, and that it would greatly aid 
in making the exhibition a success, if the 
various steamboat companies could be in- 
duced to cirry exhibits freo of charge. 
Tho incrensed attendance would make this 
a paying proposition, and the plan had been 
tried in the New England States, where it 
worked well. 

Mr. R. Soubrook stated that tho idea of 
tho board of management had been to have 
the fair come in at a time to suit tho farm- 
ers, just between haying and harvest, but 
it was very evident that this year they had 
not hit upon the happy medium, doubtless 
owing to the Ute season 

Mr. A. C. Wells suggested that if the 
fair wero held later, Bomo arrangement 
might bo made with tho management com- 
mittee of other exhibitions in the Province 
bo that exhibitors could go from ono show 
to tho other, which would enable them to 
save in transportation of stock. 

President Kllis— Our chief desire this 
year was to avoid the rainy season, so as to 
be sure of a large attendance. 

Mr. J. F. Bryant thought tho fair should 
either be held at this time of the year or a 
good deal later. 

Mr. Geo. McRie— It would bo better for 
the show to have it later in the season. 

Mr. Geo. Deans thoudht it would pay to 
have all tho fairs in tho province come on 
one after tho other. He also thought that 
three days was long enough to keep stock 
ou the ground. Tho present timo was too 
early to have stock reudy for exhibition, 
and it was an expensive matter to keep 
animals in shape from now until tho New 
Westminster exhibition in September. 

Mr 1). R. Kor did not think the hard times 
had very much to do with the poor attend- 
ance. The trouble was these exhibions were 
getting stale. People went out year after 
year and saw tho samo old things over and 
over again. The B. C. Agricultural Assoc- 
iation had to get aomo special attractions 
if a crowd was to bo drawn. Another thing 
which operated against the exhibition was 
the poor tram car service. Thousands of 
people were afraid to go as they did not 
know when they would get a car out or 
back. This was most unsatisfactory and 
ho thought showed very little enter- 
prise on the part of thoso interested 
in the trSmcar company who in giv- 
ing a Grst-class service would be making 
money for themselves &s well aa for the ex- 
hibition. People did not want to wait half 
an hour on atreet corners for a c»r to come 
along and then get jammed and sqneezed 
half to death in tho effort to get a ride to 
the grounds. 

Mr. N. Shakespeare suggested leaving 
the matter of the date ot the next fair to 
the incoming board of management. 

Mr. li. Seabrook contended that hard 
timea had a good deal to do with the Binall 
city attendance, aa the laboring classes were 
affected, and they were, when they 
had money to spare, amongst the 
best nnd most welcomed patrons. 
It must bo remembered, he said, that the 
fair could not bo made a success without 
the assistance of tho farmers, and tho asso- 
ciation only wanted to hit upon a time when 
the farmers could come and enjoy fine 
weather. 

Dr. S. F. Tolmio favored the later date 
and taking chances on tho weather. It was 
hard to get stock reudy for a summer show, 
and expensive to keep them up until the 
fall. Ho also thought an effort should be 
mado to have some big attraction. The 
horse show this year was ahead of ull 
previous ones, and could bo kept up to tho 
standard und constantly improving if the 
show wero held in the fall. 

Mr. Wm. Temploman attributed the light 
attendance to a variety of causes, amongst 
which were tho hard times and the wretched 
car servico, which disgusted every ono. He 
did not think a fuir on the present grounds 
could over be made a success unless a much 
better Btreet car servico could bo had, so as 
to make it convenient for people to got out 
that distance. 

Mr. H. T. Williams— Tho position of the 
grounds is excellent ; attractions are what 
you want. 

Mr. R. Seabrook— If we had proper facil- 
ities for getting to tho ground tho dWanoc 
would not bo so great. 

President Ellis — What wo want is u ten 
minute service and a livo cent faro. 

Chorus of members— Hear, hoar. 

Mr. J. T. Wilkinson did not think the 



fair had been auflioiontly advertised, as a 
good many people up in Chilliwack did not 
know it was to bo held at so curly a date 
until it was too lato for entries. Other 
places had mado a great success of tho mid- 
summer fair, und Victoria could do the 
samo by hard work und united effort. Got 
up good races for good prizes and havo it in 
August, and tho peoplo would bo thero. 
There would also bo somo big attraction 
each year. His opinion of tho car service 
was that it wus us wretched as anyone 
could imagine. " Why," said he, " I can 
outwalk those cars any day. It is simply 
disgusting tho way they uro run." " Have 
tho fair about the samo timo overy year," 
he concluded, "stay with it und you'll mako 
it u great succosb." 

Mr. E. Hutcherson ugreed that the sum- 
mer fuir could be mudo a success, but tho 
farmers could not bo got out in largo uumbors 
at that timo of tho year. Tho transporta- 
tion rates wore too high. Cheap fares 
would bring the peoplo from tho Mainland, 
plenty of whom had novcr been to Victoria 
at all'. 

Mr. W. Thompson— If you havo tho fair 
in the summer, you can't get this season's 
grain to show. 

Mr. C. E. Renouf favored tho summor 
show, notwithstanding tho poor success this 
year. 

Mr. E. Hutcherson advised an early start 
in the work of preparation. 

Mr. H. F. Page— Stock Bhould not bo 
kept ou tho ground for more than threo 
days. 

Mr. J. T. Wilkinson — Tho Association 
should get the steamboat rates for stock to 
the fair, and advertise them, so that funn- 
els would know what they havo to pay. 
Tho C.P.N. Company treated mo all right, 
but it would bo moro satisfactory to know 
in starting out just what the rate is going 
to be. 

Mr. S. M. Okell — The incoming board 
should fix t lie date of t he next fair. 

Mr. J. H. Falconer urged that various 
city nnd Mainland fraternal organizations 
should bo asked to co-operate, and run ex- 
cursions to the exhibition. Also that there 
should be special uttractionH, such as fire- 
works, and. possibly a b and competition. 

Mr. D. R. Ker referred to the expense 
Portland went to every your to get out the 
best band available, and thought Victoria 
should in proportion to the importance of the 
fair do tho sumo. Ho was strongly cf tho 
opinion that an attraction of this kind 
would pay, as it would draw great crowds. 

Dr. Milne favored the fall fuir, as in the 
summer, especially in August, many people 
wero out of tho city. 

Mr. J. S. Shoplandof Maple Ridge: If you 
want tho farmers you must havo the fuir in 
the fall. 

Mr. G. Leiser— If wo could get up cheap 
excursions from the Mainland and the 
Sound wo would get tho crowd. Our pro- 
vince is not populoua enough yet to havo a 
fuir without bringing in poople from the 
outside. Ho also favored tho idea of having 
first-class special attractions. 

It was finally moved by Mr. Wm. Temple- 
man, secondod by Mr. A. C. Wells, " that 
in the opinion ot this meeting tho exhibition 
bhould bo held in September or October, 
but the dato to bo left to bo decided upon 
by tho inc oming board of munugemeut."
